We are in ccntinusl Expecta- 
tion of the Particulars of this Action. We have no 
Advices from the Army of the King of Sweden, 

which is reported to be in great Dittrefs. 

From the Amftcrdam Courant, cated Jan. 1. 

Milan, Dec. 6. "Tis rumour’d here, chat the 
Duke of Savoy is endeavouring to prevail with the 
Courts of Vienna and Barcelona, to give bim the 
Government of this State for his Life ; offering on 
thet Conlideration to maintain conftantly a Body of 
yooco Men, without any Sebfidy from the Aliies, as 
long as the War againft France continucs. 

From the Paris Letter, dared Dec. 28. 

Pari, Bec. 28. Letters from Valenciennes tell us, 
thar the Officers and Soldiers who czsme out of 
Lifle, are unanimons in praifing the Marfhal de 
Bowfilers ; and agree,that when he caus’d a Parly to 
be beac in order to capitulate for the Citadel of 
Life, he had bardly any Provifions left, and lefs 
Ammunition ; that be appear’d every where wich 
the greateft, Intrepidity, to animate others by his 
Example ; thar of about 13000 Men of which the 
Garrifcn confifted at the Beginning of the Siege of 
the City, not above 4600 came our; and that in 
both Sieges 6co Officers were kill’d or wounded. 
Thefe Letters add, that the Befieged in Ghent have 
made a Salley, in which they kill’d above 1200 of 
the Enemy and rock 500 Prifoners.. Yefterday in 
the Aforning the Marfhal de Boufflers {er out Poft 
for Flanders: The Marquis de Surville, who ar- 
riv'id here Jaft Night, mec bim on this Side of Sen- 
lis, They beth alighted, embrac’d, and had a 
‘pretty long Converfation. The faid Marquis is per- 
fekly cur’d of bis Wound. 

From the’ Antwerp Courant, dated Jan. 1. 

Pars, Dec. 28. advis'd from Covrr, thar a 
certain General Officer [probably M. de Souternon] 
who Rood accus’d of not doing his Dury when the 
pafs'd the Schelde, has fully ju@ified himfelf. 
"Tis rnmourd thatthe Marfhal Duke d’Harcourc 
and the Duke de la Feuillade, will be employ’d in 
the Field the next Summer. Bd. de Chamillard is 
obferv’d to be very often with the Ambaffador of 
Sweden, which occafions divers Reflections. Our 
able& Ingeniers are fent to the Frontier, to fer Men 
to w sk with all Expedition to ftrengthen the Forti- 

c# ns of Doway, Arras, and other Places on that 
Sie which are judg'd to be moft expos'd. 


“sague, Jan. 1. The 29th paft, the Ambaffador 
of 4e¢ Czar of Mufcovy notify’d to their High 
Mghtineffes, that he had receiv’d a Confirmation of 
rae Defear of the Body of Swedes commanded by 
General Lubrker in Ingermerland. Particulars of 
which are contain’d in the following Letter. 


From the Camp Of his Czarifir Majefiy near the Ris 
ver Defna, Nov. 13. Our Army is eiicamp'd on thig 


“Side ot the Defna, and the Sweaifh Aimy on the 


other Side, We fhail endeavour to keep the Ecemy 
there, till the reft of our Troops have joyn'd us, and 
till is freezes, in osder then to attack them. We have 
receiv'd the iollowing Account from Petersbourg, da- 
ted the lnftant. ‘ General Lubeker having pais’d 
“the River Nieva, encamp'd between Leters- 


*“ bourg and Narva, with a Body of 12000 Swedes, 


“ defigaing to lay watte the Country and co harras 
the Troops wehaveia thole Paris: Buc the faid 
General baving Advice that our Men under Admi- 
ral Opraxin had cui off his Paffige, he withdrew 
towards the Sea-Coaft, and feat tothe Swedihh, 
Admiral for a Retuforcemeut, or at Ieaft that he 
might retire on board his Ships. In the mean time, 
the faid General caus'd Mento work on an In- 
trenchment burt afterwards judging he fthould 
not be able to defend it, he order’d bis Cavalry vo 
kill their Horfes, and to revire iavo the Shaliops 
which the faid Admi-al had feat to receive them : 
Hereupon, cur Men perceiving the Enemy in Dif- 
order, advanc’d to the Intrenchment, and carry'd 
it with great Vigour. The Enemy loft near 2c0> 
Men ; {everal were drown'd endeavouring to get 
* into the Sballops, and others fled into the Woods: 
‘ The Number of their wounded is very confidera- 
‘ble. Oa our Side, we had but 231 kil’d. We 
‘ took allthe Enemies Baggage, and the followng 
‘ Prifoners: 1 Major, 5 Captains, 4 Lic&tenants, 4 
‘ Enfigns, 1 Quarcermaiter, 1 Adjatant, 1 Chaplain, 
‘ g Clerks of Kegiments, 1 Surgeon, 37 Subalrern 
‘ Officers, 2 Hauibois, 4 Gunners, and 93 Soldiers; 
* in all 157.
